I  want  to  know  what  the  status  of  installing  shot-spotter  technology  in  the  Mission 
is,  and  I  want  a  date  certain  timeline  for  the  deployment  and  utilization  of  this 
technology. 

Additionally,  I  want  to  know  how  the  administration  will  increase  resources  for 
violence  prevention  in  what  seems  to  be  a  lean  budget  year. 
Given  that  violence  has  been  and  is  still  on  the  rise  in  the  Mission,  what  has  the 
City's  law  enforcement  community  identified  as  the  shortcomings  of  our  current 
violence/crime  prevention  model,  and  to  what  degree  is  the  City  looking  to  our 
municipalities  who  have  had  greater  success? 

When  can  the  Supervisors  of  the  City's  districts  most  effected  by  violence  have  a 
full  accounting  of  what  in  our  current  approach  is  broken,  and  how  the  City  will  go 
about  fixing  it?

Back  in  January,  my  office  inquired  about  some  complaints  being  made  by 
neighbors  of  3224-3226  26th  Street  (at  Horace  Alley)  in  the  Mission  District.  The 
City  Attorney's  Office  had  also  been  receiving  emails  and  letters,  complaining  of 
an  absurdly  overcrowded  building  that  was  supposed  to  be  2  units,  but  was 
housing  upwards  of  40  people.  The  City  Attorney  had  conducted  a  Code 
Enforcement  Task  Force  Inspection  on  February  22,  2007  and  observed  people 
living  in  illegally  built  attic  units,  people  living  in  subdivided  apartments,  and 
people  living  in  the  basement  rooms  which  were  not  fit  for  human  habitation. 
Also  observed  was  an  enormous  amount  of  garbage  and  piles  of  debris. 
Months  and  months  passed  after  inspection,  and  we  continued  to  get  the 
complaints  from  the  public,  wondering  why  after  the  City's  inspection,  things 
hadn't  improved.  And  indeed,  according  to  DBI  records,  things  were  not 
improving.  Notices  of  violation  were  issued  April  2,  2007  (work  without  permits  in 


attic  and  basement,  standing  water,  refuse  accumulation,  bars  obstructing 
emergency  egress,  no  smoke  detectors,  no  heat,  sanitation,  variety  of  housing 
code  violations)  November  27,  2007  (no  heat  and  no  hot  water),  December  19, 
2007  (rodents,  leaking  ceiling,  sanitation),  an  Emergency  Order  (signed  by  the 
Director)  was  issued  December  20,  2007  (lack  of  gas  and  water  service  due  to 
nonpayment),  and  another  NOV  on  January  31,  2008  (for  illegal  construction). 
As  I  understand  it,  the  City  is  now  paying  the  water  and  gas  bills  to  keep  those 
services  on  for  the  tenants  because  the  owners  have  refused  or  failed  to  restore 
those  services.  In  addition,  it  is  rumored  that  he  property  may  be  headed  for 
foreclosure,  and  the  owners  may  walk  away  from  it,  leaving  a  building  full  of 
tenants,  and  the  City  with  the  utility  bills. 

Code  enforcement  between  DBI  and  CAO  has  historically  worked  extremely  well 
in  cases  like  this.  The  City  Attorney's  Office  typically  gets  court  orders  requiring 
immediate  abatement,  and  an  award  of  civil  penalties  and  attorneys  fees  to 
ensure  the  City  is  properly  compensated  and  the  owner  deterred  from  doing  this 
again  in  the  future.  It  is  incomprehensible  that  this  case  was  not  referred  to  the 
City  Attorney's  Office  ages  ago  for  litigation  to  address  these  issues.  If  it  had,  the 
City  might  have  been  able  to  get  court  orders  against  the  owners.  Now,  even  if 
the  case  is  referred  to  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  it  is  unclear  how  much  they 
would  be  able  to  accomplish  in  the  short  run  because  so  much  time  has  passed. 
Furthermore,  by  not  referring  the  case  sooner,  DBI's  inexplicable  delay  only 
undermines  the  City's  legal  case  by  implying  that  the  conditions  aren't  as  bad  as 
they  seem. 

Why  is  DBI  not  working  with  the  City  Attorney  on  this  case,  and  why  has  DBI 
stopped  referring  cases  to  the  City  Attorney  for  code  enforcement  violations?

Childcare  is  using  the  farm  on  the  southern  border  of  Potrero  del  Sol  and  access 
to  the  park  is  vital  to  the  feasibility  of  that  program.  Friday,  May  30th  or  Friday, 
June  6th  would  be  ideal. 

Finally,  it  has  come  to  our  attention  that  only  2  recreation  directors  are  being 
located  to  these  two  sites.

Requesting/Inquiring:  Recent  news  reports  have  indicated  that,  under  the 
custody  of  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  (ICE),  thousands  of  people 
are  crammed  into  over-crowded  detention  facilities  awaiting  deportation  or  a 
judicial  hearing  regarding  deportation  or  other  immigration  issues.  Many  doctors, 
nurses,  and  detainees  have  reported  that  the  Division  of  Immigration  Health 
Services  (DIHS)  has  neglected  the  serious  health  care  needs  of  both  the 
physically  sick  and  mentally  ill  at  multiple  detention  facilities.  As  a  result,  some 
detainees  have  either  died  of  treatable  illnesses,  or  have  been  forced  to  suffer 
the  painful  effects  of  their  illnesses  due  to  poor  care,  slow  care,  or  no  care. 
Recent  reports  also  indicate  that  the  U.S.  government  has  injected  hundreds  of 
deportees  with  dangerous  psychotropic  drugs  against  their  will  to  keep  them 
sedated  during  the  trip  back  to  their  home  country,  even  in  cases  where  people 
have  no  history  of  mental  illness. 

Currently,  many  San  Francisco  residents  have  been  taken  into  ICE  custody 
through  federal  immigration  raids.  Also,  ICE  has  obtained  custody  of  some  San 
Francisco  residents  from  the  custody  of  local  law  enforcement  as  required  by 
federal  and  state  statutes. 

Have  any  persons  from  San  Francisco  who  were  taken  into  ICE  custody  either 
(a)  died  in  ICE  custody  of  an  otherwise  treatable  illness,  or  (b)  been  denied 
adequate  access  to  health  care  while  in  ICE  custody,  or  (c)  been  exposed  to 
unsafe  or  unhealthy  conditions  while  in  ICE  custody?

I  had  a  very  constructive  meeting  yesterday  with  Chief  and  her  Command  Staff, 
together  with  the  Mission  Community  Response  network.  We  discussed  how  the 
SFPD  and  the  CBOs  would  need  to  coordinate  and  share  information  in  the 
future.  My  office  will  continue  to  facilitate  this  dialogue  until  an  appropriate  level 
of  coordination  has  become  institutionalized  the  norm  amongst  all  sides  of  the 
violence  prevention  community,  community  and  law  enforcement. 

In  the  last  few  days,  we  have  heard  from  an  alarming  number  of  constituents  that 
the  extra  officers  deployed  to  patrol  the  Mission  have  been  on  Mission  Street, 
posted  in  front  of  locales  like  the  "Foreign  Cinema",  and  Valencia  Street  bars 
where  little  gang  violence  is  known  to  occur. 

Perceptions  like  these  do  not  help  the  department's  image  or  efforts  to  build  the 
prerequisite  trust  with  the  community  necessary  in  order  to  prevent  violence  and 
pursue  investigations  to  a  fruitful  conclusion.  Whats  more,  many  officers  were 
assumed  to  be  newer  recruits,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  who  they  decided  to 
stop,  question,  and  search.  This  judgement  may  have  been  made  in  error,  but  I 
would  like  to  know  who,  demographically  speaking,  from  the  department  has 
been  deployed. 

In  less  turbulent  times,  Mission  station,  which  has  the  highest  volume  of  calls  of 
any  precinct  in  the  City,  has  had  a  staff  of  160  officers.  Now  it  has  only  between 
105-110  at  any  given  time.  This  level  of  staffing  is  plainly  inadequate.  Some 
precincts  without  doubt  require  more  staffing  than  others.  We  need  50-60  more 
officers  now.  There  is  uniform  agreement  amongst  my  constituents  that  a 
redeployment  of  the  SFPD's  forces  to  the  Mission  must  happen,  and  must  be 
sustained  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

I  will  not  tolerate  an  abandonment  of  the  Mission  after  a  few  days  or  weeks  of 
what  may  be  relative  calm.  The  current  levels  of  staffing  simply  do  not  insure  an 
acceptable  level  of  safety  in  the  Mission.  What  sort  of  redeployment  does  the 
Chief  envision  going  forward? 

The  original  promise  from  the  Mayor's  office  with  regard  to  the  installation  of  a 
Shotspotter  gunfire  detection  system  in  the  Mission  was  that  one  would  be 
deployed  within  60  days  of  a  efficacy  test  of  existing  systems.  We  are  now  very 
long  overdue.  When  exactly  will  the  system  be  installed  and  what  area  exactly 
will  it  cover? 


To  the  Office  of  the  District  Attorney  and  the  SFPD,  please  explain  the  disturbing 
lack  of  suspects,  arrests,  and  thus  successful  prosecutions  with  respect  to 
violence  in  the  Mission. 

To  the  City  Attorney,  I  have  been  supportive  of  the  gang  injunction  because  it 
seemed  to  hold  the  potential  to  reduce  violence  in  the  Mission.  This  has  not 
happened  yet.  Please  explain  how  the  injunction  has  positively  impacted  the 
plague  of  violence  in  the  Mission,  and  what  its  future  prospects  are. 

Over  the  next  week,  I  will  be  working  with  the  Controller's  Office,  our  Budget 
Analyst,  violence  prevention  advocates  in  the  community,  and  the  law 
enforcement  to  secure  any  and  all  necessary  funding  to  ensure  that  City 
government  and  its  community  partners  are  appropriately  equipped  to  address 
the  ongoing  violence  in  the  Mission. 

Additionally,  I  will  be  looking  for 

•  money  for  neighborhood  Rec  Centers  to  be  open  at  night 

•  for  more  access  to  vans  used  by  CBOs  to  provide  safe  passage  out  of  harm's 
way  to  the  youth  of  the  Mission 

•  and  a  progress  report  on  what  drastic  and  needed  changes  have  been  made, 
since  the  audit  I  commissioned,  to  the  City's  previously  lackluster  Workforce 
development  programs,  and  how  workforce  development  will  be  retooling  its 
efforts  to  train  the  Mission's  young  people  for  jobs. 

This  City  has  a  6.2  billion  dollar  budget,  and  the  matter  securing  money  to 
address  violence  in  the  Mission  is  one  of  priorities,  not  of  available  funds. 
There  are  a  wide  array  of  things  the  City  currently  spends  money  on  which, 
under  the  circumstances,  should  obviously  be  prioritized  as  less  urgent  than  the 
dedication  of  any  and  all  resources  to  confronting  the  tide  of  violence  in  the 
Mission.

On  Monday,  August  1 1th,  the  Land  Use  and  Economic  Development  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  held  a  hearing  on  CH2MHill's  study  of  the  feasibility  of 
retrofitting  Mirant  Potrero  units  4,  5,  and  6.  Thank  you  for  your  participation  in  that 
hearing,  and  for  your  willingness  to  help  the  committee  get  answers  to  the  questions  that 
arose  from  the  discussion.  To  date,  I  have  not  yet  received  any  information  responding  to 
those  questions.  This  letter  of  inquiry  outlines  the  committee's  major  questions  and 
concerns.  Given  the  PUC  has  had  nearly  one  month  to  research  and  report  back,  the 
committee  requests  written  responses  to  these  questions  no  later  than  September  22nd. 


1 .  What  conditions  will  be  placed  on  the  construction  and  operation  of  the 
repowered  Mirant  peakers  and  by  whom? 

2.  What  entity  will  monitor  and  enforce  any  conditions  adopted  for  construction  and 
operation  of  the  repowered  Mirant  peakers?  Will  that  entity  have  the  same 
expertise  and  capacity  for  such  enforcement  that  the  CEC  has? 

3.  What  is  the  record  of  performance  of  the  Pratt  &  Whitney  Twin-Pacs?  Please 
provide  this  information. 

4.  The  feasibility  report  says  that  its  conclusions  are  based  on  data  from  "similar 
units".  Please  identify  projects  where  Pratt  and  Whitney  Twin-Pacs  have  been 
repowered  in  the  United  States.  What  has  been  the  reliability  of  these  repowered 
units?  What  has  been  the  permitted  emission  rate  for  these  units  and  the  record  of 
the  units  in  meeting  their  permitted  limit?  Please  note  the  age  and  condition  of  the 
units  prior  to  the  retrofit. 


5.  Please  provide  information  on  the  reliability  of  Potrero  4,  5,  and  6  as  compared  to 
the  average  reliability  of  other  plants  within  the  CAISO  system  in  the  past  five 
years.  Please  include  information  on 

■  starting  reliability, 

■  starting  time  from  cold  to  full  load  and 

■  hours  of  unavailability. 
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6.  What  is  the  condition  of  the  equipment  at  Potrero  4,  5  and  6  that  will  remain  after 
repowering?  (ie,  the  equipment  that  will  not  be  rebuilt  or  replaced) 

7.  Do  you  expect  repowering  to  affect  the  reliability  of  the  units?  If  so  how  and 
why? 

8.  What  do  you  expect  the  ongoing  operation  and  maintenance  costs  to  be  for 
Potrero  4,  5  and  6?  What  is  your  expectation  based  on? 

9.  Do  you  have  information  on  the  operation  and  maintenance  costs  for  other 
repowered  Pratt  and  Whitney  twin  pacs?  Please  provide  any  such  information 
and  any  information  that  you  have  to  support  your  estimates  of  ongoing  operation 
and  maintenance  costs. 

10.  Please  provide  estimates  for  the  costs  associated  with  the  mitigation  measures 
promised  as  part  of  the  city  CT  project. 

1 1.  On  page  19,  the  study  indicates  that  the  cost  of  permitting  would  be 
approximately  $500,000.  What  is  the  basis  for  this  estimate?  What  was  the  total 
cost  of  obtaining  permits  for  the  SFO  combustion  turbine? 

12.  According  to  the  CAISO,  how  many  hours  would  the  repowered  Potrero  4,  5,  and 
6  have  to  be  permitted  for? 

13.  On  page  15,  the  report  indicates  that  with  liquid  fuel  firing  the  emissions  after 
SCR/CO  catalyst  would  be  5  ppm  for  NOx  and  1 0  ppm  for  CO.  In  what 
circumstances  do  you  envision  liquid  fuel  firing? 

14.  The  Report  states  that  units  4,  5,  6  are  exempt  from  Title  IV  acid  rain  program — 
has  this  exemption  been  verified  yet? 

15.  The  report  assumes  that  the  repowered  Potrero  4,  5  and  6  will  use  potable  water. 
Is  this  consistent  with  SFPUC  policy?  What  would  be  the  added  project  costs  if 
the  units  used  recycled  water? 

16.  How  much  water  will  the  repowered  Potrero  4,  5  and  6  use? 

17.  It  appears  from  the  report  that  there  will  be  significant  disturbance  of  soil  to  effect 
the  repowering  of  Potrero  4,  5  and  6.  For  example,  on  page  4,  it  indicates  that 
major  equipment  is  anticipated  to  require  pile  foundations.  Has  there  been  any 
investigation  of  whether  contaminated  soils  will  be  encountered  and  how  the 
disturbance  of  contaminated  soil  will  be  addressed? 


18.  The  information  provided  in  the  feasibility  study  on  the  efficiency  of  the  units  is 
unclear.  On  page  15,  it  states  that  the  heat  rate  will  be  13.000  BTU/KWh@LHV. 
This  number  appears  low.  How  was  it  derived  and  what  is  the  heat  rate  for  HHV? 

19.  The  SFPUC  comparison  of  the  repowered  Potrero  4,  5  and  6  and  the  City's 
combustion  turbine  project  indicates  a  heat  rate  of  1 3,300  BTU/kwh.  Is  this  LHV 
or  HHV? 

20.  The  feasibility  report  says  that  4,  5,  6  have  a  "short  start-up  time".  What  is  the 
start-up  time? 

21.  Does  Mirant  have  an  agreement  with  the  ISO  for  cost  recovery  of  this  retrofit?  If 
so,  what  are  the  terms  and  conditions  of  that  agreement? 

22.  What  is  the  current  annual  cost  of  Potrero  3  to  ratepayers?  What  is  the  current 
annual  cost  of  Potrero  4,  5  and  6  to  ratepayers?  Please  provide  a  break  down  of 
the  capital  costs,  the  O&M  costs  and  the  fuel  costs. 

23.  What  will  be  the  annual  cost  of  Potrero  4,  5  and  6  to  ratepayers  after  the  retrofit? 
Please  provide  a  break  down  of  the  capital  costs,  the  O&M  costs  and  the  fuel 
costs. 

24.  Has  the  ISO  previously  permitted  and  paid  for  repowering  of  an  existing  power 
plant  through  the  RMR  capital  addition  process?  If  so,  please  list  what  these 
projects  were  and  their  cost. 

25.  How  expensive  are  the  average  capital  additions  approved  by  the  CAISO? 

26.  Do  ratepayer  advocates  have  any  input  during  the  capital  addition  process  before 
the  CAISO?

It's  a  better 
stimulus  idea  because  the  money  is  available  for  working  families  immediately, 
before  the  holidays.  Importantly,  these  folks,  at  this  time  of  year,  are  the  most 
likely  to  turn  around  and  spend  it  in  our  local  economy,  not  like  the  beneficiaries 
of  trickle  down  stimulus  packages  who  are  more  likely  to  spend  it  on  that  trip  or 
that  real  estate  development  in  Hawaii.  Stimulus  proposals  too  often  ignore 
workers,  or  in  the  latest  incarnation  even  middle  class  people,  except  as  a 
marginal  group  who  may  or  may  not  benefit  from  the  knock  on  effects  of  a 
conventional  stimulus  package.  The  IRS  runs  the  Advance  Earned  Income  Tax 
Credit  (AEITC)  program,  and  to  what  extent  this  concept  could  be  applied  to,  or 
incorporated  within,  any  local  stimulus  package  on  the  table  is  worth 
investigating.
